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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Declaration submitted under 37 CFR 1.132 
fails to overcome the rejection of the claims. Although the examiner appreciates applicant's effort to show the criticality of the claimed 
range of about 100 to about 600 angstroms, full credit could not be given to the evidence submitted. For example, the applicant fails to 
satisfactorily explain the tabulated data in page 2 of the declaration. The labels in the table, e.g., Rs shift, Ar 150, Ar 40, No Ar, Stress 
Migration Fail Die, >10%(Ref.), and >500%(fail), lack any explanation whatsoever so that meaningful information could be obtained to 
support any showing of criticality. Likewise, the charts in page 3 seem to contradict applicant's explanation in the body of the 
declaration. As set forth on the last sentence in page 2 of the declaration, longer mean times, t50, are better. However, from the chart 
showing t50 for 90, 250, and 900 angstroms, it is seen that the longer t50 corresponds to those via recess having a depth outside the 
claimed range, i.e., 900 angstroms. In conclusion, the applicant has failed to establish a basis forjudging the practical significance of 
the data presented in the declaration. Please note that the applicant has the burden of explaining the data in any declaration he proffers 
as evidence of non-obviousness. See Ex parte Ishizaka, 24 USPQ2d 1621, 1624 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1992). 
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
